“I found worse conditions than I've seen since I 
came here from Europe-in 1912,” this worker told me. 
“The place is a mad house. There are seven owners, all 
shouting at the workers. The place is so full of ma- 
chinery and slipper boxes that there isn’t room for the 
250 workers to turn around. 

“You see married women and children there till 
and ten o’clock every night in the busy sea- 
And they often work all night through without 
ten cents an hour minimum for un- 
the union rate.

This contemptible attack on the CIO 
and its leadership is part and parcel of the 
line of the Trotzkyites in Minneapolis 
on the West Coast, where they are serving 
as the shock troops of the most reaction- 
ary A. F. of L. leaders in the struggle 
against the CIO and progressive unionism. 

In his editorial in The Hat Worker, Broth- 
er Zaritsky gives an effective reply to this 
deceptive talk about “personalities.” 


The Executive Council spokesmen insist, 
however, that they did not reject the CIO 
proposals and that they were willing to take 
back all the CIO unions. 

The members of the Council meet Mon- 
day. Let them come forward with a peace 
plan that would’ re-establish unity without 
leaving any CIO unions out in the cold. hile 
their strength is frittered away in „ less 


jurisdictional disputes. Here is an ppor- 


tunity for the Executive Council to put its 
cards on the table and show that it means 
business. 

We hope that Brother Zaritsky will use 
his position in the A. F. of L. to influence 
the Executive Council to take such a stand. 

Meanwhile, let Te A. F. of L. unions 
speak up. Telegrams and resolutions should 
be sent to the Council, calling on it to clear 
the path for the resumption of negotiations 
with the CIO on terms that will assure genu- 
ine unity.
